Glimpees of Persons, Peoples and
Places That Figure in the News
of the Day—How the War
With Mexico Began

By LUKE GUARDIAN

XICAN bandits have Invaded the
United States. They have & considerabla
advantage over General Funston's soldlers In
the fact that when they retreat across the
Rio Grande they are safe from pursult, But
the American Government, something like
three-quarters of a cenfury ago, was not
nearly so consclentious as it Is today in ob-
nerving the proprieties attaching to Intarna-
tlonal boundary lines. The events of 1846 waell
Hiustrate the power of a Prealdemt to force
the eountry Into war, whether the peopla
liks It or not.
Manifest Destiny
The doeotrine of munifest destiny (goo-
graphical) that brought us into confiiet with
a nelghbor rent and weakened with Internal
dissensiona has long since lost all its foree
In American politics, The war with Mexlco
wias hy no means merely a Southern con-
spiraey to extend alavery, That aspect of
the onse has hoon much overestimated, Cal-
houn, who waa opposed to the war and to
the Intrigus and trickery from which It re-
sultad, nevertheless believed that our moqul-
sitlon of the West was a foregone conclusion,
and he saw In this expansion a necessity
which suggests the familiar plea of “‘the
white man's burden” "It would be valn to
expect,” sald he "that we could prevent our
people from penstrating into Callfornia, Even
bafore our present diMculties with Mexico
the process had bsgun. We alone can people
this region with an Industrious and clvilizsed
race, which can develop Its resources and
Aadd a new and extensive region to the do-
main of commerce and clvilization.” Ben-
ton favored the ncquisition of the same terrl.
tory, but énly by honorable means. “We
want Texas,'" he sald, “that Is to say, the
Texas of La Salle; and we want It for great
natural rensons obvious as day, and perma-
nent as Nature” And, Indeed, the story of
the gelzure was part of the great romantio
contest with Spain for dominion In America
~a contest that began away in the days of
Bir Humphrey Gilbert.

The means which President Polk adopted
were not such as to win the pralsa of his-
toriane or the unanimous approval “of con-
temporariea, Polk saw that the only way to
get Callfornia and New Mexico was to go to
war. And so he went to war. The excuss
wns the dispute over the boundary line of
Texas, which In 1845 was admitted to the
Unlon. Polk's machinations both precsded
and followed that event. A wery fllmay ex-
cuss he had, too. The Texans clalmed the
territory lying between the Nuecea River and
the Rio Grande. The Mexicans clalmed that
the Nueces was the boundary, The Texan
clalm had no foundation In previous history
or In the then sxisting clrcumstances. Yot
Polk supported Texas for the sake of the
nation's "manifest destiny,” though thers in
no doubt that the boundary question could
haye been easlly settled by diplomacy.

He sent General Taylor noroas the Nueoces.
Then he sent him to the banks of the Rio
Grande. Taylor intrenched his army oppo-
site the Mexlcan town of Matamoros. As
Benton wrote, "“The armles belng thus in
pregence, with anger in thelr bosoms and
arms in thelr hands, that took place which
everybody saw must take place—collisions
and hostilities™ The Americans wers at-
tacked by a small detachment of Mexican
troops. Then Polk plously sent a message
to Congress—Mexico “has shed American
blood on American soll." Congress, to save
the face of the nution, declared war, The
preamble of the declaration read: ‘"Whereas,
by act of the Republic of Mexico, a state of
war exista’—etc. The Whigs protested that
the statement was untrue. Lincoln intro-
duced his famous “Bpot resolutions,” calling
upon the President to designate the exact
spot where the outrage had been committed,
Lowell in the Bigloy Papers expressed the
Indignation of many cltizens:

I dunno but wut it's pooty,
Trainin' round in bobtall coats—
But it's cur'us Christian dooty,
This “sre cuttin’ folks throats.
It is a pleasant certainty that at last our

manifest geographical destiny has been ful-
filled.

The child who gouges out great pieces from
the sides of his pencil shows lmpulsiveness and
goneronity. If he breaks off & chunk with his
finger-nalle, ho thows destructivness and an
utter diaregurd of the feelings and rights of
others, Bhould he smmooth his pencil down to
& long polnt, he shows an artistic tempera-
ment and & considerate dlaposition. If he
cuts his pencll off in & atub, he shows econ-
amy, carefulness and gquickness.

The experts may know what they are talk- 1
Ing sbout, and doubtless they do, but ohil-
dren ought not to be allowed to taks them
very serfously. It Is much better for chil.

SPEAKING THE PUBLIC MIND

Physician Discusses Cultural and Vocational Studies With Refer-
ence to Medical Education—Says Elementary and Second-
ary Schools Are Deficient — Other Communications

To the Editor of the Evening Ledger:

Sir—<We have avery reason in the world for
insisting on & cultural standard of medicine
esquivalent to the old world and with the
present chaos In the educational centres of
Europe, It ia now America's time for the
standardization of medical education to sur-
pass the old world, Having at our command
recognized authorities in all branches of
medlcine, we cannot but feel a Justifiable
pride In the standards of our American
physicians. Professlonal education has ad-
vanced by greater strides than our general
educational systems. RBelng a vocation, its
tendency Is toward positive Influence on the
minds of students and the shaping of thelr
destinlea of thought by veocational practice,
Hence how important it is to have our pre.
liminary training of the best. One looking
over the sltuation cannot but notice the
deflciency In the elementary studles and
graduation of our secondary school courses.
Here what has been deemed cultural has
bhean releguted to the greater number of
hours at the expense of the vocational basle
studies,

One cannot deny that many of the so-
called cultural studles are being taught In
the secondary schools with varying degrees
of suocess, bringing ths student to the pro-
fessional entrance examination deficient In
branches which are to him part of his voca-
tional assets. And for this reason it would
be unfalr to criticlse a professional require-
ment when the fault lles in elementary
training.

The most progreasive of medical sducators
do not even wish for a lowering of the stan-
dards. but they are asking for young men
better prepared for u vocatlonal tralning.
Medical schools must enforce this high stan-
dard, but they are also right in asking that
the preliminary school do its share.

During a recent interview with our former
superintendent, Doctor Jacobs, this matter
was sarnestly insisted upon by that eminent
educator, and It Is to be regretted that he
was unable to do more than just to attempt
the rehabilitation of the school system with
the Idea of the vocational being equally rep-
resanted with the cultural In the graded
school.

Tha limit reached by the heavily endowed
institution may be as great as it wishes, for
very often it represents “advanced research
work on the part of the student whare econ-
omy of time and money s no object to the
student.”

One must not forget that during the last
decade 34 cults have sprung up in medicine
or in the realm of mediocal ocoupationa where
a lucrative return has been quicker than that
of the average graduats of an aoccredited
maedical school

With the Increased time requirements come
all sorta of added expenses, yet we can set
aside any commercialism whers the publio
good I8 concerned and the welfare of the
great Commonwealth protected by Intelligent
and enterprising doctors,

With the enducational leadera tending
toward vocational, allowing cultural for ad-
vanced ressarch work, we may hope for a
conservation of time and energy.

The mors erying need ls for philanthroplo
citizens and business men to co-operate with
medical educators In enabling students to
pursus the advanced courses and standards
and thus sventually giving to labor a health

mnd within the last year? We have dons nobly
In sending miillons of dollars to Europs to re-
llove the distress, and yet we are supposed to
recelve (00,0 people, who In all probability
have loat their entire wealth, and have them
become a charge upon us, The ory of thess
peopls belng industrious and hard working does
not alter the slituation one bit,

Notice our good American manhood walking
the streets of our citles today out of work and
with no prospects of any in the near future
What s the cause? Thess so-called poor, op«
pressed poople whom we are bringing from
Europs dally to ruin the American Wage acile.
®**1Is it not tUme to call u halt? L&t us
remembar that self-preservation is the first
Iaw of nature. Americans come first. The
quicker our Government handles the immigra-
tion problem the better it will be for the com-
mon clanss of people, AMERICA FIRST.
